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THE CENTRAL ASIAN QUESTION. 

Pustic opinion on the movements and intentions of 
Russia in Central Asia is so various and contradictory, and 
all parties maintain their views with so much obstinacy, 
that it may be donbted if the difficulty will be set at rest 
even by the publication of the official correspondence which 
has just been presented to Parliament. On the face of the 
matter it seems as if Russia had given way in every par- 
ticular to the representations of Great Britain, that the 
frontier line of Afghanistan, as defined by Lord Gran- 
VILLE, had been accepted, and that the independence—such as 
it is—of the provinces of Badakshan and Wakhan is not to 
be interfered with. The approaching descent on Khiva is 
declared to be undertaken without the slightest intention of 
occupying that province, and solely with the object of 
punishing certaia alleged acts of brigandage, and to teach 
the Khan that such conduct conld not be continued with 
impunity. All that Russia has in view is the determining of 
a certain “intermediary zone,” for the purpose of preserving 
the respective possessions of the Czar and the Ameer “ from 
immediate contact.” And, in short, the sole object of the 
movement is the establishment of a permanent peace 
between Afghanistan and her neighbours, and this Russia 
and England are agreed to maintain. 

All this reads very well, but there area good many people 
who will not be disposed to take it without the traditional 
grano salis. In the first place, the arrangement—which is, — 
after all, no more than a verbal agreement—is merely 
assented to by Russia as part of her origival design, and in 
courtesy ” to our representations. Again, the connection 
between the descent upon Khiva and the settlement of the 
“intermediary zone” is not very clear. It seems rather 
like a Russian way of killing two birds with one stone. 
And, lastly, it cannot be forgotten that Russia has a peculiar 
way of choosing a favourable moment for tearing up her 
Treaties, to say nothing of straining the spirit of a mere 
protocol. The experience and influence which will be gained 
by Russia in the coming struggle will be not unlikely to 
make her more reluctant to evacuate the beautiful valley 
of the Oxus than she now professes to be ; and will greatly 
strengthen her hands in any future difference with ourselves. 
But, though the Foreign Secretary’s reply to Mr. Batuuiz 
CoaHRaNE may not be universally accepted as entirely 
satisfactory, it has all the appearance of being fiual ; and 
all parties are agreed that it would have been an error to 
interfere for the protection of Khiva—from Lord LaWwRENCE, 
whose policy of “masterly iuactivity” has been so far 
followed by Lord Norrasroog, to Sir Witrrip Lawson, 
who says that nobody cares anything about the matter. 


With reference to the subject which admittedly underlies 
to a great extent the entire question of rivalry between 
Great Britain and Russia, namely, the trade of Central Asia, 
it is satisfactory to learn that Mr. Saaw has been appointed 
by Lord Nortusrookx to the post of British Commissioner in 
Ladak. Mr. Suaw, since his visit to Yarkand, has laboured 
earnestly to impreas upon the Chambers of Commerce and 
the Government tho necessity of prompt and decided action, 
to secure the admission of British goods into the vast mar- 
kets which have been thrown open in Eastern Turkestan and

which Russia is clearly bent upon monopolising if she can. 
In his new post, Mr. Saaw will be invested, we presume, with 
the control of commercial relations in the quarter to which 
he has devoted so much attention, and it may be hoped that 
his energy and special knowledge will ere long be produc- 
tive of beneficial results with respect to the development of 
trading interests. 

So few members of Parliament would be likely to know 
in what quarter of the globe such a place as Ili is to be 
looked for, that it is perhaps not to be wondered at that 
no question has arisen in the House with reference to the 
Russian occupation of that important district. We are still 
in the dark as to the nature of the Russian designs in this 
respect ; but there can be little doubt that should Russia 
become permanently possessed of the territory north of the 
Tienshan, the rule of Yakoos KusHBEGI or his successors at 
Yarkand will always be precarious. It has been asserted 
that the capture of Ili from the hands of the Tungani in- 
surgents was the unauthorised act of a Russian general ; but 
it would be interesting to learn what position the Russian 
Government may have taken up at Peking on this subject, 
and whether it intends to cede the conquered territory back 
to China for “a consideration.” It was probably in con- 
nection with this matter that a Russian general visited 
Peking, as was reported by the China papers, on a special 
mission in the course of Jast summer. 





CHINESE DECORATIONS. 

Some good will have been achieved by the recent dis- 
cussion in the House of Lords respecting Foreign Orders, if 
attention should be drawn to the ridiculous and undignified 
pseudo-decorations which Europeans, including Englishmen, 
have been seen wearing under the designation of the “ Order 
of the Star of China.” That no such Order has ever been 
instituted, or has the faintest approximation to substantive 


being, may not perhaps affect the satisfaction with which the ; 


décorés we refer to disport themselves in public ; but when 
so much jealousy is shown—and not unwisely, we think—by 
her Masesty’s Government with respect to Foreign Orders, it 
might be well if this subject were officially inquired into. 
How or when the Chinese officials first became possessed of 
the idea that the issue of trumpery silver medals with 
a bit cf glass in the centre is an economical way of 
rewarding special services we are not informed; but for 
several years past it has been customary with the super- 
intendents of Customs at the different ports to re- 
ward their subordinate commissioners, clerks, and tide- 
waiters with distinctions of this kind. It would be super- 
fluous to point out that, according to the only notions pre- 
valent in Europe or America which make distinctions in the 
shape of an “Order” worth anything more than its value 
as a piece of metal, the gift isto be prized as emanating from 
the Sovereign, as the “ fountain of honour,” and as dispensed 
in conformity with recognised and stringent rules. The 
Chinese distinctions comply with neither of these require- 
ments. The Emperor of Curva has never instituted an 
Order of distinction based upon European principles, and 
“Stars” or medals conferred by provincial functionaries, or 
even by order of the Foreign Board at Peking, have no 
tangible basis as in any sense Imperial decorations. The 
only instance in which it has been sought to confer a real 
Imperial honour on any European was in the case of Colonel 
Gorpoy, who, in return for his immense services, was, by 
special Imperial decree invested with a “Star, equivalent to 
the highest class of the English Order of the Bath.” 
in this instance, however, there was no pretence of the exist- 
ence of any corresponding Chinese Order, and the Chinese 
Government took no steps toward conferring the actual 
decoration on the gallant officer they desired to recompense. 
The matter lies in a nutshell. If the Chinese Government 
really wished to do honour to foreigners who have rendered 
them services, they might follow one of two courses. 
They might either—which would be the correct and prefer- 
able course—- confer the national distinction of the Peacock’s 
Feather or the Batulu, either of which would signify to 
native eyes their desire to do honour to the foreigner, or they 
might institute, like Turkey, an Order of Merit, to be be- 
stowed upon foreigners and Chinese subjects alike. This 
being done, the “Star of China” would stand on the same 
—and highly honourable—footing as the Turkish Medjidie ; 
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but until a recognised status is given to the Chinese decora- 
tions we recommend all Englishmen to bear in mind Lord 
GRANVILLE’s pithy remarks, and to value at “one brass 
farthing,” as his Lordship says, their cheap Celestial honours, 


OPENING OF WESTERN CHINA. 

Tae Associated Chambers of Commerce of the United 
Kingdom have presented a memorial in favour of the com- 
pletion of the survcy of the proposed line for Captain Sprre’s 
scheme of direct overland communication between British 
Burmah and the West of China. It is a document entitled 
to respectful consideration on account of the facts it sets 
forth. Whether Captain Sprre’s plan be feasible—and whe- 
ther, if feasible, it is likely to be better promoted by the 
operations of an engineer or the negotiations of a diplomatist 
—may be matter of doubt. But it is a question which 
should be set at rest, for there can be no doubt of the advan- 
tages that would accrue from the proposed line, unless some 
unsuspected obstacle should be discovered. To substitute a 
road of 300 miles for a voyage of 2,400 would, no doubt, be 
an achievement of such vast benefit as to be second only to 
the Overland Route to India, which it cost the late Lieute- 
nant WaAGHORN 80 many years to induce the Government of 
his day to takeup. M. Louis pe Carys, the explorer, seems 
to have established the fact that Shanghai, the most central 
and important of the open parts, is distant, by river or road, 
2,400 miles from the western inland frontier of China; and 
Captain Sprre tells us that the distance between that and 
the north-east frontier of British Burmah is no more than 
300 miles. In the face of such a declaration—much of 
which was confirmed by the survey begun under the auspices 
of Earl Derby and Lord Sa.issury six years ago—it seems 
unlikely that Mr. Guapstone will feel justified in withhold- 
ing his sanction from the completion of the investigation. 





THE “ BLACKADDER” CASE, 

THE new trial of the action brought by Messrs. 
Wiuuis and Son, as owners of the Blackadder, to recover 
from the Underwriters for damages incurred on her first 
voyage, has ended in the discharge of the jury, and conse- 
quently the trial is null and void. The position of Messrs. 
WILLIs is certainly a very hard one, as we pointed out in 
our article last December. They obtained a verdict in the 
first trial, but the Court ordered execution of the verdict 
to be stayed. After the expense of two trials they are “as 
they were.” Most assuredly a change is required in the 
law and practice of underwriting, if it stands as Mr. Burt, 
the counsel, laid down at the trial, viz., that the onus and 
sole responsibility of the ship being in every way scaworthy, 
irrespective of any Lloyd’s surveyor, rested on the owner. 
If this be so, how is a shipowner to protect himself? Cer- 
tainly not by paying fees to surveyors, or premiums to the 
Underwriters. The injustice of the case is more apparent 
when we state what we understand is the practice, viz., that 
this claim on the Blackadder would not have been resisted 
had the policy been what is known as a “ time policy.” 


THE P. and O. Company’s new steamer, Venetia, Captain 
ANGOVE, has left the Clyde, and is expected in the Victoria 
Docks, London, to load for Hong Kong and Shanghai direct. 
The Bokhara and Zambesi will be added to the fleet during 
this month. The directors have notified the despatch of 
their usual Southampton steamers, via the Suez Canal. 
These vessels will proceed as usual to Alexandria to land 
mails and passengers, and afterwards proceed on to Port 
| Said, through the Canal, to Suez, there to bo sent to such 

destinations as may be required by the Service. This may 
be regarded as an approach to the “through service ” to India 
and China, which would be of such great convenience to both 
passengers and shippers. A list of the steamers to be des- 
patched, with the dates of sailing, will be found in our ad- 
vertising columns. 


Resouutions have been passed by the Boards of the 
British Indian Extension, China Submarine, and the British 
Australian Telegraph Companies, agreeing, subject to the 
assent of the sharcholders, to amalgamate their several un- 
dertakings on the basis of an allotment of shares in the 
amalgamated company as follows :—British Indian Exten- 
sion, £15 ; China Submarine, £11 ; British Australian, £11 
per share. 
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A TeLzcram dated the 24th of February has been re- 
ceived by the French Government from their Chargé d’Af- 
faires at Yokohama, announcing that the Japanese Govern- 
ment has annulled the edict against the Christian religion, 
and has released the Christians who had been imprisoned 
since 1870. 





A PAMPHLET, or statement, has been issued by the plain- 
tiff in the case of Farrpairn and Smirn v. Lay, reported 
in our last, describing and setting forth the terms of agree- 
ment entered into between them, and which the Vice-Cuan- 
oRLLOR decided formed a partnership.

THE QUALITY OF CHINA SILK. 

We have been favoured with 8 copy of a second letter from the 
Committee of Silk Merchante of the Lyons Chamber to the Chamber 
of Commerce, Shanghai, on the deterioration in the quality of Chi- 
nese silk. After acknowledging the courtesy with which their former 
communication was received, the Committee express regret that 
the evils then complained of, instead of being lessened, have be- 
come more general. ‘That English, as well as French, merchants 
are becoming impressed with the magnitude of the evil, is proved 
by an extract from a circular of Messrs. H. W. Eaton and Son, 
of London, at the end of last year :— 


The difficulty of dealing with the recent imports has not been dimi- 
nished by the increa-ing inferiority uf the new China silk, which is 
even worse than that of 1871-72 season. Tie foulness pervading the 
entire arrivals of this crop, and the coarseness of the size render it 
in most cases difficult of use for the purposes to which it had been pre- 
viously applied ; but worse even than this are the frauds perpetrated by 
the Chinese in the false casing of the silk, and every effort should be 
made by European firms in China to repress such deception, which 


will certainly do more than aught else to direct the attention of con- 
umers to other classes of silk. 


The resolution of the Chamber to circulate its Reports, from 
the commencement of the present year, throughout all silk-pro- 
ducing countries, may perhaps have the effect of awakening the 
Chinamen to a sense of their true interests, especially when they 
see how heavy have been the losses of those who imported their 
silk last year. It is unnecessary to recapitulate the defects to 
which attention was drawn in the former circular. Suffice it to 
say that all its predictions have been verified. ‘The trade has been 
greatly checked in 1871 and 1872 by the mixture of the twist and 
the roughness of ite reeling, which have rendered the silk manu- 
factured from it almost unsaleable. ‘The consequence has been the 
accumulation of stocks in England, Switzerland, Italy, and France, 
fully sufficient for the demand that may be expected, notwith- 
standing the fluctuations of the market. ‘Ihe stock is, in fact, not 
leas than 30,000 bales—exclusive of 12,000 bales of Canton, and 
10,000 of Japan, silk—in London and Lyons alone. Nothing but 
a rigorous improvement in the quality of the article can possibly 

* cause the demand to keep pace with so great a supply. ‘Lhe next 
crop will, therefore, exercise a more important influence on the 
future of the China silk trade than any previous one ; and, unless 
the Chinamen profit by the warning now emphatically repeated, 
both demand and price must continue to fall off. If, on the other 
hand, they should see the wisdom of restoring their article to the 
old standard, and combine to keep each bale of uniform quality 
and correctly marked, former rates might probably be restored at 
no distant time. But,in the meantime, it cannot be tvo clearly 
understood that the very existence of the China silk trade in the 
fature is in jeopardy from the malpractices of the Chinamen 
themselves. , 
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THE NEW AMERICAN DOLLAR. 
The Alta California has the following :— 


In view of the new Mint law which has passed Congress autho - 
rising a new dollar for the China trade we take from the late 
China papers the annexed very important proclamation in respect 
of the value of the Mexican dollars, new and old, which are re- 
ceived as currency there. The old Mexican dollar has. hereto- 
fore, been rated in China at Tls. 717 to the $1,000. The new 
dollar, according to the above figures, will equal Tls. 723, 2 mace 
to $1,000. This is considerably above the full legal weight of the 
coin as prescribed by law, which would only equal Tls. 720 and 
6 mace, and is doubtless due to the fact that Mexican dollars are 
not accurately adjusted by hand, as they are at our Mints, and, 
therefore, these weights are found -to vary very much. Our own 
new trade dollar, just authorised by Congress, will equal Tls. 726 
to $1,000, and will contain about three-fourths of a grain of pure 
silver more than the Mexican dollar, according to its legal weight 
and fineness. We have received the subjoined minutes of the 
assay made of the new Mexican dollar at Canton, and of the pro- 
clamation recently issued on the subject in deference to the repre- 
sentation made by Sir Brooke Robertson :—

LITERATURE. 


La Politique Francaise en Chine depuis les Traités de 1858 et de 
1860. Par Prosper Graven, Lieutenant de vaisseau, Directeur 
de l’Arsenal de Fou-tchéou. 


Of all liviag Frenchmen no one is more capable, probably, of 
expressing a well-weighed opinion upon the policy of France in 
China than M. Giquel, who has lately cast into the form of a 
penphlee grateful to the eye of the Parisian world—his views 
on the past and suggestions for the future in this connection. 
As director of the Foochow Arsenal since 1666, M. Giquel has en- 
joyed ample opportunities of adding fro.. a purely Chinese 
standpoint to the experience gaincd by his previous service in the 
Maritime Customs’ Department, as well as by his still earlier 
observations in different parts of China, whilst serving as an 
officer of the French Navy ; and tho ability he has displayed in 
each successive employ justifies at once his present responsible 
position and the issue of the reflections now before us. Taking 
as his text the recent changes in French external policy, the 
impending revision of the commercial clauses of the Treaty with 
China, and the missionary difficulties of 1870, M. Giquel 
tells his fellow-countrymen, in very plain language, what the 
policy of their Government has hitherto been, what the conduct 
of the missions under their protectorate, and what the complaints 
of the Chinese authorities and people He adopts, in a great 
measure, the views of the famous Missionary Circular, the es- 
sence, if not the phrascology, of which he evidently approves, 
whilst palliating, atthe samc time, as at least inevitable, the mis- 
sionary pretensions by which the circular was called forth. With 
reference to the existing position of the French Legation at Peking 
M. Giquel shows that its sole occupation consists in the defence of 
missionary interests, in consequence of the championship under- 
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taken in 1860, and intensified by the clause interpolated in the 
Chinese text of Baron Gros’s Convention. The commercial position 
of k'rance in China he dismisses in a few sentences, showing that 
the number of French mercantile houses, existing at no other 
place besides Shanghai, has remained stationary since 1864, with. 
out any prospect of further development of trade ; and the only 
suggestion he has to offer is that an attempt should be made to 

romote the establishment of Chinese agencies in Europe, where 

rench manufactures would enjoy a chance of attracting atten- 
tion by their superior excellence. M. Giquel probably knows, as 
well as anyone, how little effect the intervention of a European 
Government could have in stimulating the progress of Chinese 
direct commercial relations with the West ; and we think it un- 
necessary to dwell on this branch of the subject. We must not, 
however, omit to observe that the position of affairs, as regards the 
so-called French concession at Shanghai, is very ably and impar- 
tially dealt with by M. Giquel. He fully exposes the anomalous 
constitution of this settlement, with its consular despotism exer- 
cised in so unnecessary a manner side by side with the free 
Municipality of the Anglo American part of Shanghai, and he 
urges this advisability of that incorporation with the sister settle. 
ment which has long been desired on the spot. In respect of 
the “concessions” which are claimed at other places, as for in- 
stance at Tientsin and at Canton, he pithily adds :-— 


‘*Comme il nes’y trouve et ne s'y trouvera de longtemps un seul 
négociant francats, le vrai parti & prendre est de nous en débarrasser le 
plus vite possible et de les rendre au gouvernement chinois.” 


This advice Py be followed, with much advantage to the 
French and other Europeans in China, as regards Tientsin ; but 
the small piece of ground called the French settlement at Canton 
is so insignificant in itself, and so closely united with the British 
area, as to come under a very different category. A more prac- 
tical step than that recommended by M. Giquel would be the 
extension of the British limits on the island of Shameen at 


Canton over the fraction which is now considered as exclusively: 


under French authority, but which has remained for years a mere 
useless waste. 

Coming to the principal subject of his discourse, M. Giquel 
naturally counsels a complete revolution in the policy of his own 
Government with regard to the missionary protectorate. He 
would have an explicit abandonment of the claims hitherto 
maintained in this respect, and would limit French diplomatic 
action at Peking to the negotiation of a new footing for the mis- 
sionaries of the Romish Church—the establishment of a modus 
vivendi, in which he believes the Chinese Government might be 
induced to concur. The missionaries will, doubtless, ery out 
against his proposals for their virtual abandonment, and the old 
argument may be urged against his views, that, failing official 
protection and an ultimate resort to force in the background, not 
@ convert would be safe against oppression and intimidation ; but 
this appears to be the inevitable trial to which the “Church,” 
such as it is,in China is about to become exposed. With the 
Chinese growing strong and resolute just when France has ina 
great degree become paralysed externally, a change of policy is 
inevitable, and M. Giquel counsels wisely when he advises spon- 
taneous action in the matter. 

To his countrymen who might still prefer to see armed con- 
clusions tried with the Chinese, M. Giquel affords some informa- 


‘ tion respecting the progress that has been made of late years in 


the reorganisation of the military resources of China. At the 
present moment, he writes :— 


“* The Chinese Government can count upon 50,000 troops armed with 
breech-loaders, of which 5,000 are Remington rifles and 45,000 En- 
fields, The Viceroy of Chih-li, Li Hung-chang, has about 30,000 
under his orders; Tseng Kwo-fan, Governor-General of the two Kiang, 
has 20,000; and these two mandarins have at their disposal some thirty 
field and mountain batteries. Their soldiers know how to make use 
of their weapons; many of them have fought in the Anglo-Franco- 
Chinese corps, during the Taiping wars, and they know what it is to 
march boldly under fire. They would present an entirely different kind 
of resistance from that of the cavalry or infantry armed with bows and 
arrows who were opposed to our troops in 1860.” 


M. Giquel also affords some particulars, though not very full or 
explicit, respecting the attempts at naval organisation which are 
in progress in China, and his conclusion is to the effect that in 
case of any future hostile demonstration by a European Power 
no fewer than 40,000 men, with cavalry and artillery, would be 
the very smallest force required. It may be that in this estimate 
of Chinese powers of resistance M. Giquel is swayed to some ex- 
tent by his feelings as an employé of the Chinese Government, 
and the exigencies of his position may have something to do with 
the representation he makes in the statement we have quoted ; 
but we feel sure that those of our readers who know the Chinese 
best will most strongly demur from this alarmist view. Im- 
proved weapons and nicely-constructed steam gunboats are, 

oubtless, a great advance on the armaments encountered in 1860, 
and something has been learnt, although not a tithe of what we 
have been willing and anxious to teach, of drill and dis- 
cipline ; but no trace has as yet shown itself of any im- 

rovement in such material points as real organisation or 

eadership, nor has the morale of the Chinese troops been ime 
proved in any serious degree, if we may believe the testimony 
which reaches us on all sides from qualified observers, since the 
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days of the brave but ineffectual defence of the Taku Forts under 
Sengkolinsin. In any future expedition, should the necessity for 
such an undertaking be unhappily precipitated, we have little 
doubt that a force no larger than that with which Sir Hope 
Grant marched on Peking will be amply sufficient to perform, and 
still more thoroughly, the sameachievement. It is well known 
that on the last occasion Lord Elgin expressed his conviction that 
5,000 men instead of 20,000 would be all that the occasion re- 
quired ; and with our present accurate knowledge of the country 
and the Chinese forces, as compared with the absolute ignorance 
prevailing down to 1860, an advantage would be in the hands of 
any invading force that would go far toward counter-balancing 
the increased material efficiency upon which M. Giquel lays 
stress. If, however, peaceful relations and not a possible rupture 
be the aim of the French Government, as we have every reason 
to believe is the case, they will do well to ponder the suggestions 
and arguments advanced in the present pamphlet. M. Thiers will 
doubtless have perceived ere this that the best means of preserv- 
ing the dignity of France in China is a withdrawal from the un. 
tenable position created by excess of zeal on the part of over- 
ambitious agents of the late Government. M. Giquel does not 
urge that the interests of Christianity be wholly disavowed, but 
he strongly advises a speedy abandonment of what he rightly 
terms the “protectorate” of the missions ; and we cannot doubt 
that much of the existing hostility against foreigners and mis- 
sionaries in China would speedily be removed if the excessive 
gener of the Roman Catholic hierarchy were moderated as 

e suggests they should be. 








Foreign Intellinence. 


‘GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsora, March 4. 

Tam enabled to-day to report another and very important step to- 
wards the ‘‘ crowning of the edifice” and settlement of the Currency 
question, till which is definitively sct at rest all commercial affairs are 
at sixes and sevens, and it is impossible to foresee the result of the most 
prudent and cautious combinations, Prince Bismark, in his capacity 
aa Chancellor of the Empire, hds transmitted to the Federal Council 
the draft of tho definitive Bill for the new currency, and as soon as it 
has met their approbation it will be laid—perhaps with some trifling 
amondments or alterations—before the Reichstag or German Parlia- 
ment, which is convened to meet on Monday next, the 10th inst., 
although the Session of the Prussian Chambers is not yet closed, but it 
must give way to the graver business of the Empire, and will be ad- 
journed till after the termination of the Parliamentary Sosion. 

The Bill contains sixteen articles, and may be considered us a supple. 
ment and amplification of the law of December 4, 1871, on the fame 
subject. As it is impossible at present to fix any particular day for 
the Bi'l to come into operation—as so much depends on the quantity of 
new money coined, and the conclusion of other arrangements that have 
to be made—the Emperor is cmpowered to specify the exact date by 
means of a decrce, which, however, must be promulgated at least six 
months before the date fixed on, In the meantime it is optional with 
the Governments of the separate states to introduce the new system 
into general usc in their own territory, as soon as the law has received 
the sanction of Parliament, and without waiting for the publication of 
the above-mentioned Imperial Decree. 

In addition to the gold coins already mentioned, and now in steady 
course of mintage, and which will form the great bulk of the circula- 
tion, there are to be lesser coins of silver, nickel, and copper. The 
silver coins are to be pieces of five marks, one mark, and half a mark: 
in nickel, ten and five pfennig pieccs, and in copper pieces of two and 
one pfennigs. In the new silver coinage the pound, or demi-kilo- 
gramme, is to be made into 20 pieces of five marks, 100 one-mark 
pieces, or 200 half-mark coins, the proportion in all three cases being 
nine parts of pure silver and one of copper alloy. On one side they 
are to bear the impress of the Imperial Eagle, surrounded by the legend 
“Deutsches Reich,” with the value of the coin in marks, as well as the 
date of the year. The other side will display the effigy of the territorial 
sovereign, or the arms of the Free Hanseatic cities, with the usual 
legend, and the letter indicating the mint where coined. The diameter 
and other particulars to be settled by the Bundesrath. 

The coins made of nickel, and those of copper, are to show the value 
in pfennigs, with tho same legend as the silver pieces, and on the ob- 
verse side the Imperial arms and the mint mark, thus leaving out the 
effigy of the separate sovereigns. Art. III. fixes the amount of silver 
money to be coined at ten marks per head of the population, and of the 
nickel and copper coinage at 2$ marks per head. Now comes a most 
important clause for the South and West of Germany, as it knocks on 
he head the whole of the “ florin and kreuzer system.” Art. V. decrees 
that by the time fixed in the Imperial Ordonnance for the general in- 
troduction of the new gold currency, all coins in circulation and not 
fitting into the thaler valuta are to be called in and cancelled. This 
measure will put an end to the florins and kreuzers, some of the smaller 
coins in Saxony, Brunswick, and Hanover, and the marks and schillings 
hitherto current in Mecklenburg, Schleswig-Holstein, Lubeck, and 
Hamburg. According to Art. VIII., no one is bound to accept in one 
payment a larger sum than fifty marks in silver or half a mark in nickel 
or copper coins. The expense of mintage on the silver, nickel, and 
copper coinage, as well as the charges and loss on calling in the old 
coins and putting them out of circulation, are to be borne by the Im- 
perial Exchequer. 

Now comes a most important clanse for the commercial interests, 
and which cannot but give rise to lively discussion and probably 
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violent opposition in Parliament, as it has already being agitated in 
the press and on the different exchanges. Art. XI. confirms the 
clause 6 of the Law of December, 1871, that the Empire conjcintly 
has to bear the expense of minting the new gold currency, and adds: 
“The Chancellor is, however, authorised to allow some of the mints to 
coin gold currency for account of private individuals, the charge for 
which isto be fixed by the Chancellor with the approbation of the 
Federal Council; and if this charge be higher than that paid by the 
Government, the surplus to be paid into the Imperial Treasury.” Thus 
the right of allowing coining is to be vested in the hands of the 
Chancellor, and not according to the law of supply and demand, a very 
dasgerous principle, as it opens the door for favouritism and other 
abuses on the part of future Chancellors. A great cry out against this 
article will no doubt be made in Parliament, as the public will not be 
content to depend on the favour or disfavour of any Chancellor for the 
power of amplifying the currency when too much contracted by the 
export of gold coin or other causes, but will demand it as their right. 

The remaining clauses have reference to tarification of foreign gold 
coins of acknowledged and intrinsic value, which may pass currently 
and be accepted in payment as a legal tender till the new law comes 
into operation. 

The old Giro-Bank of Hamburg continues to vegetate, though it is 
no longer the centre of our financial operations, as it used to be, the 
lion’s share of the business being absorbed by the private banks. 
It has hitherto never been permitted for the merchants and shipowners 
of Altona, Harburg and other places beyond the Hamburg territory to 
open an account with the Old Bank, but that rule has now been broken 
through, and it is now allowed. Another innovation to be noticed is 
the permission to pay into the Bank paper money of the Prussian 
Government and of the Bank of Prussia, which entirely alters the 
character and even stability of the ancient institution ; and the general 
feeling here is that having done its duty and been of the utmost value 
for 200 years, it is of no further use nor applicable to the requirements 
of the present day. 

The East Siberian Trading Company, founded here in January last 
year, and of which the Managing Director in this city is Herr Lubdorf 
and on the Amoor Herr Johannes Kuster at Nicolayefsk, have reason 
to look with satisfaction at the results of their first year; for they sent 
out three cargoes dircct to the Amoor and two others via Hong Kong, 
all of which have been sold, and realised profitable prices, 

The International Bank of Hamburg is making the needful arrange- 
ments for establishing at Vienna a new institution, to be called the 
Indo-Egyptian Bank, with a capital of two millions sterling. Herr 
Ignatz Ismalum and Herr Alexander Weiss have been engaged as joint 
managers. 

Herr W. Pustau of Altona has opened a branch office in this city at 
No. 35, Schauenburger Strasse. 

Herr Richard Krauel, Dr. Juris.,a native of Lubeck, bas been 
appointed Consul for the German Empire at Foo-chow. I believe the 
information to be substantially correct, though the appointment has 
not yet been officially notified in the Gazette. 

The Deutsche Bank, which at the late general meeting of share- 
holders reaolved to omit for the future the additional title of ‘‘ Actien 
Gesellschaft,” as being superfluous and not generally understood, 
gives public notice that Messrs. Emil Gaspari and Leopold Reyers- 
bach have been appointed Joint Managing Directors of their Branch 
Establishment here, vice Herr Seigmund Heckscher, who has resigned. 


COMMERCIAL. 

In Tea nothing worth recording has occurred, and prices are purely 
nominal. The deliveries of cleaned Rice have been very satisfactory, 
and the market is firm ; of rough, four cargoes of Rangoon, per Alba- 
tross, Marco Polo, Civiale, and Fidelio, have been sold, for delivery on 
arrival. These four vessels bring about 2,000 tons, and may come to 
hand any day. There is no alteration in the value of Cassia Lignea, 
which continues in favour, but Flores is dull and likely to recede. 
Pepper is firm, and looking up, as the stocks are much reduced and 
the article is in request. 
four months ago, per Corona, have been disposed of at a stiff figure, 
which has induced the refiners to raise their prices. At public sale 57 
chests of Cassia Oil have realised 7} Reichemarks per lb. Spelter is 
again improving, about 12,000 centners having been taken, and the 
price run up to 26 R. marks. The purchases were mostly made for 
spring delivery.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrgrpaM, Marcu 5. 

The members of the Second Chamber have given Mr. Blusse an op- 
portunity to interpellate the Ministry about matters in Sumatra, or 
rather upon our dispute with the Sultan of Atchin, an independent 
State, whose relations with us have of late been anything but satisfactory. 
This Sultan is a very troublesome neighbour, and the C olonial Govern- 
ment has thought it necessary to send the Vice-President of the Council 
at the head of a military expedition to Sumatra. Rumours have been 
spread that a further military force was required from here, but the 
Minister denied this assertion, and'stated that the only thing to be done 
was to despatch two men-of-war with greater haste than was intended. 
The information given by Mr. Fransen van de Putte wae for the rest 
very meagre ; nothing was said about the true cause of the present state 
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of affairs, or why such extreme measures were necessary. The Minister 
said that it was his duty to be prudent, and he was convinced that the 
Chamber was not curious. But in the meantime we do not know 
anything about the matter, and of course the nation cannot 
remain indifferent about a complication through which we are 
involved in a war, that will give us much trouble, cost a good deal 
of money and many lives. The news creates the more uneasiness be- 
cause it seems that the Java Government has acted without asking in- 
structions from home. The Coamber appeared—and this creates much 
astonishment—to be content with the explanations which were given 
by the Minister of the Colonial Department. The truth of the matter 
is that the bad state of things in Sumatra is mainly due to the resi- 
dents in Singapore—I only repeat in making this statement what our 
most influential papers say—for although the English Government has 
no part in it, the Atchinese are fully provided with arms and ammu- 
nition from the other side of the Malacca Straits. We hope the best 
for this coup of our Indian Government, but we are quite uncertain 
as to its ultimate result, and we only know that a war with Atchin is 
one of the worst things which could have happened. 


In the further proceedings of the Chamber of course bat very little has 
been done—there has been nothing of interest to your readers. The main 
question still remains unsolved, what the results will be of the Reform Bill. 
There are some who foretell that the Minister will withdraw the Bill, 
others who assure us that Mr. Geertsema will maintain it, which will 
unquestionably lead to a Ministerial crisis. I for myself do not believe 
that the present Cabinet will live through another session; and if this 
Reform Bill—which is only a quasi-measure—is outvoted or retracted, 
undoubtedly a more Radical Bill must follow. New blood is what is 
most wanted in our Second Chamber, which is much less liberal 
and much more divided than our Senate. Another sign that the 
Chamber is not very content with the Cabinet is, that the mem- 
bers make much use of their “ rights of initiation’’ by Jaying nume- 
rous Bills before the members. Let me add that the Minister of 
the Department of Justice shows an activity which astonishes every- 
body,—we have been accustomed too much to Ministers of this Depart- 
ment, who promised much, but who did nothing. The question remains 
whether this activity will lead to satisfactory results. 


An extraordinary crusade has been opened in Belgium against Japan 
in general, and against the Japanese Ambassadors in particular. A 
clerical paper, the Bien Public, has advices from Rome to the effect 
that the leading momber of the Embassy had once given an order for 
the massacre of 2,000 Christians, and of course all the papers of the 
same party repeat the story in chorus. On the other side some Liberal 
papers state that the Ministry has profited by the presence of these high 
functionaries to urge the introduction of freedom of religion in Japan. 
The presence of the Japanese has also given dissatisfaction in some 
quarters here. It is boldly asserted that they came principally with the 
object of creating a further delay in the payment of the war indemnity of 
Simoncsaki; and it is stated at the same time that this object has 
been achieved. Iam not able to positively contradict this assertion, 
but I believe it to be totally unfounded. So much is certain, that all the 
honours due to their high position are being paid them. In the Resi- 
dency the authorities are giving balls, dinners, and other festivals, to 
which the Japanese are invited. ‘They made some days ago a trip to 
Amsterdam, where they visited the principal establishments, and where 
the Consul, Mr. Van der Tak, gave a dinner inthelr honour. To-day a 
magnificent festival is to be given by Prince Frederich, at his seat Het 
Huis de Paauw. Admiral Harris, the English Ambassador, has also 
entertained the ambassadors. They will not stay as long in Holland as 
was at first intended. It is now said that they will leave this week and 
proceed to Berlin. 

With the exception of a few descriptions of securities the inovements 
at the Bourse have been of less than the average importance and of an 
undecided character. There is no special feature to report in Bank 
shares, but Finance and Discount sharcs have been out of favour, though 
the fall in prices has in most Instances been but trifling. The shares 
of the Netherlands India Trading Bank closed } per cont. lower, not- 
withstanding that this institution has done a very lucrative business in 
the last weeks. The managers have bought in 3,200 shares of the Bank, 
which were taken by the General Company of Trade and Industry, 
which company, however, could not fulfil its obligations. The Bank 
bought the shares at a low price, and profited by the high quotations of 
the last few weeks to sell them all. his will of course have a very 
good influence on the dividend. The Money Market is well provided, 
and the Bank returns are promising, but there is such a pressing 
demand for money that the rate in the open market has gone up from 
4 to 6 per cent. 

Some time ago a Parliamentary Commission was constituted in order 
to examine the new regulations for the cultivation of sugar in Jaya. 
Their report, which is now published, comes to the conclusion that the 
law of the 21st July, 1870, does not sufficiently promote the interests of 
the Treasury and those of industry. Whilst at the same time the right 
and the interests of the population are equally neglected. I need not 
add that this judgdment will give much satisfaction in Java. 

The King has granted permission to Mrs. W. L. C. Sythoff van 
Kervel, the wife of the Vice-President of the Council of India, to 
accept the Verdienstkreuz fur Frauen und Jungfrauen, presented to 
her by the German Emperor. ; 

The King, weary of the Court festivities, has returned again to Jet 
Loo, where he will remain for some weeks. It is positively aeserted that 
he will visit in the month of May the Northern Provinces, and that he 
will then be present at the inauguration of the Helligerlee Monument, 
the cauchemar of our Ultramontanes. His Majesty has approved the 
appointment of Mr. M. E. van Delden as Danish Consul at Nagasaki. 

I regret to record the deaths of Mcssrs. J. FP. W. van Nes, ex-Vice- 
President of the Council of India, and of Mr. J. H. Leyau Rysterborgh, 
member of the High Military Court. 

A very interesting pamphlet has been published by Mr. J. M. van 
Vleuten, regarding the possession of land in the Regency Pamekassan 
(Madura).

Prices of Cotton and Tin have ruled in favour of buyers, but 
those of other articles remain unaltered.

CHINA COAL. 

Mr. Davison (late agent to the P. and O. Company, Shanghai) 
writes to The Times with more force than judgment :— 

With reference to Sir R. Alcock’s communication to you upon thia 
subject, permit me to say that, putting aside the question of import- 
ing Chinese coals into this country, it would be of vast importance to 
us if the Chinese could be induced to open up their coalfielda. It is 
possible the merchants may he too eager ; on the other hand, it is also 
possible that Her Majesty's representatives may go to the other extreme 
and adopt a laissez-aller policy, so delightful to the mandarins, and 
so utterly useless in this age of progress. 

Tnless pressure is put upon the Chinese officials they will not give 
way ; that pressure should be applied, and war threatened in case of 
refusal. The threat alone would, in all probability, be sufficient, the 
more especially as an uitimatum would be handed in by the Treaty 
Powers, for it isa question of vital importance to all foreigners, A war 
with China would not stop our trade. I wasa resident in that country 
during several wars, and the general opinion among the merchants 
was that trade was better then than at any other time. 

The Chinese are enthusiastic traders; once initiate them into a coal 
export trade and they will work it. The people themselves would 
throw no obstacle in the way, it is the mandarins who stop us. Let 
Her Majesty's representatives be directed to inform these stumbling- 
blocks that, iu spite of “earth devils” and all other deities they pro- 
fess to be afraid of, the coalfields must be thrown open, and ineist 
upon the siid representatives seeing that any concessions granted are 
properly ratified, and our merchants will speedily set to work and be 
warmly assia:ed by the native traders. 


THE RUSSIAN CHURCH IN JAPAN. 

The Cronstadt Guzette notices the spreading of the Russian 
Orthodox creed in Japan. -\ former bonze, Paul Sarvate, is one of 
its most active apostles. In Hakodadi there is a Russian church, in 
which divine service is held in Japanese. The Bishop of Kamtchatksa 
received during his presence in Hfakodadi ninety-five Japanese into 
the communion of the Church, and 509 persons demanded baptism. 
As the law promnigated two hundred years ago which forbids the 
embracing of Christianity is not yet abolished, the Government of 
Japan has taken measures against the neophytes, imprisoned all 
catechista, and dismissed all officials who had become Christians. In 
Nipon, which is situated in the, to Europeans, inaccessible district of 
Sendai, 120 Christians were brought before the courts. Notwith- 
standing these persecutions, the spread of Christianity, especially of 
the Russian communion, is continuously increasing in Japan. To the 
energetic efforts of the Russian Consul at Hakodadi it is due that the 
Japaneee Government has restored to liberty the imprisoned 
Christians, and will henceforth take no action against the Japanese 
conrerted by the Russian mission. 








Capram LaNauam RoKEsY, late of the Royal Marine forces, died 
at Cairo a few days since, in his thirty-fourth year. Captain Rokeby 
entered the service in October, 1855, and served in the China expedi- 
tion of 1857 and 1858, and was severely wounded. He was present at 
the blockade of the Canton river, the landing before, and at the atorm- 
ing and capture, of the city; the action with the Braves, and destrac- 
tion of villages near the White Cloud Mountains ; and for his services 
had been rewarded witha medal.

The report of the committee of the China Traders’ Insurance 
Company, to be found in another column, shows a very satisfac- 
tory working of the Society. 

Our Hamburg Correspondent advises the change in the title of 
the * Deutsche Bank” of Berlin, and ina late issue we noticed 
the establishment of a London branch, under the management of 
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Mr. G. Pietsch. The full programme of the establishment will 
be found in our advertising columns. 

The report of the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance 
Company (Limited), to be submitted at the meeting on the 11th 
inst., shows a net profit, for the year, including £10,431 brought 
forward, of £79,945, out of which £22,410 has been appropriated 
to the payment of an interim dividend of 5 per cent. It is now 
proposed to distribute £1 4s. per share, or 10 per cent., making, 
with the amount already paid, 15 per cent. for the year, and 
leaving £12,715 to be carried forward. The cable for the dupli- 
cate French Atlantic line from Land’s Eud to New York, via 
Halifax, will be submerged during the summer; the Eastern 
Telegraph Company’s duplicate cable, between Porthcurno and 
Lisbon, touching at Vigo, will be laid in June; and a contract 
has been ontered into for manufacturing 3,866 miles of cable, to 
be submerged between Portugal and Brazil in 1873 and 1874, 


The traffic receipts of the Eastern Telegraph Company for the 
month of February amounted to £30,284, against £31,207 for the 
corresponding period of last year. The traffic receipts from the 
Chinn and Japan lines of the Great Northern Company for the 
month of February were 82,998 francs, against 79,230 francs. 
The Hong Kong-Shanghai Cable was interrupted at the begin- 
ning of the month, and not restored until the 22nd. 


With regard to the failure of Bowles Brothers and (Co., 
advices from Boston state that, at the first meeting of creditors 
of Mr. Nathan Appleton, held there, Mr. Henry J. Stevens 
appeared on behalf of the creditors of Bowles Brothers and Oo., 
and stated that he had obtained the adjudication of that firm as 
bankrupts; that he had claimed that Nathan Appleton was a 
general partner of Bowles Brothers and Co, and that his estate 
ought to be appropriated to the benefit of the general creditors 
of the firm ; after which an adjournment was agreed to, in order 
that the requisite proofs might be prepared. 


Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
5th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted 
were :—To Calcutta, £522,700 ; Bombay, £140,000 ; and Madras, 
£,37,300. Tne minimum was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10}d. Ten- 
ders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. L0%d. will receive about 72 
per cent.; above in full ; and on Bombay at that prico, in full. 
These results show a falling off in the demand for remittance to 
the East. 


The India Council have given notice that the holders of India 
Five per Cent. Debentures falling due on the 16th of Augu st, 
1873, will be allowed the option of renewing them for a further 

eriod of five years at 4 per cent. per annum, on signifying their 
intention on or before the 31st inst. 


The return of the Bankers’ Clearing House for the week end- 
ing the 5th inst. exhibits a total of £161,770,000 as compared 
with £138,611,000 for the corresponding week of last year. This 
sum of £161,770,000 is the largest yet returned in any single 
week, exceeding by upwards of £12,000,000 the amount returned 
for the week ending the 5th of February last, viz., £149,242,000, 
which is the largest weekly total previously recorded. 

We believe that the new trial allowed in the case of the 
Hibernia steamer and Messrs. J. and L. Fraser cannot be brought 
on this term, owing to the non-arrival of evidence taken on com- 
mission at Singapore.

have sold lower, it has not led to au increase of business. At the 
public sales, without reserve, first crop, fine and finest Kaisow, com- 
prised a compuratively large proyortion of supplies offered, and sold 
at lower scale of prices than for two or three years past. A telegram, 
to 28th February, as to the export gives 147,750,000 Ibs., against 
140,000,000 Ibs. last year. The Lallah Rookh, with 1,1uvu,000 lba., 
was lost ou 2nd inst. off Prawle Point. The Continental demand has 
been limited to a few purchases of Tayshan leaf.

All grades are unsaleable at the mo- 
ment, and importers are wisely refraining from pressing the market. 
Greens: There has been more freedom in the purchases of dealers 
who, generally speaking, are bare of stock. The demand, however, 
rans almost exclusively on finest to choicest Moyunes and Teenkais. 
Medium to fine chops are neglected. Oolongs: A fairly large busi- 
ness has been done from first hands, at constantly receding prices. 
Choicest Teas maintain previous values, but cargo to fine grades have 
declined, as per quotations above detailed. Japangare the only Teas 
for which the market may be said to have been really active. The 
dealers have needed and have taken them, and importers have been 
free sellers at our quotations. It is evident that Japan Teas have 
greatly increased in public favour—a fact, however, which should be 
considered in connection with this other equally important fact, that 
Japan Teas are dearer, at present prices, than any other description of 
the leaf on this market—to an extent that may possibly prove dan- 
geroua to expectations for a later period of the season. 

The general prospects of the Tea trade for the coming season can 
scarcely be regarded as encouraging to the importer, unless the produc- 
tion and manufacture of the leaf be greatly diminished—a self-evident 
truth which cannot be too strongly impressed on the Chinese and 
Japanese mind, if, indeed, it has not yet been sufficiently enforced by 
the inexorable logic of the facts,as shown in reduced prices. The 
results of supplies so overwhelmingly in excess of the needs for con- 
sumption are simply these, viz.:—1. That teas are forced down to low 
prices, which are constantly falling lower. 2. That in proportion as 
the prices of the finer qualities become very cheap. in an article like 
tea (of which a single pound supplies the consumption of several days 
to an average family) the consumer will purchase the finer qualities, 
and neglect the poorer grades, 3. And, therefore, that there will shortly 
be no place in these markets for common teas until the equilibrium 
between supply and demand shall again have been restored by a dimi- 
nution of producticn. The sooner, therefore, that the native mind 
can be brought to accept the evident fact that it would be far wiser to 
leave the common leaf to enrich the soil as manure than to manufactare 
it into merchandise to the depletion of the native pocket, the sooner 
will there be some health and soundness restored to the business of 
importing into the United States. The experience of past years un- 
fortunately forbids much hope that the recent very unprofitable seasons 
will prevent a fresh “crop” of rash and not over-wise persons from 
again bidding against each other for the next crop of Tea for the 
same market, and thus needlessly running up prices to extravagant 
points, for the exclusive benefit of the very willing and highly gratified 
Chinese. But it would be indeed wonderful if, after the experience 
of the present year, some little prudence were not displayed in the 
orders and limits of American importers, in view of the fact that we 
shall probably go into the New Season (1st of July prox.) with a stock 
of from 25,000,000 to 27,000,000 Ibs. of tea, without counting the very 
old stock‘still lying here covered with the dust of ages.

The Report, which is a review of the transactions of the Comptoir during the year 1872, states that, according to the 
revised Articles of Association, it had been necessary to elect a Chairman of the Board of Directors and a Chief 
Manager in Paris ; Mons. DuBochet, one of the original founders of the Comptoir d’Escompte de Paris (March, 1848), was 
elected Chairman, and Mons. J. P. Coullet, who has been so long connected as a Director in the organisation and 
management of the “ Messageries Maritimes,” was appointed Chief Manager. In accordance with the Articles of 
Association, these nominations were submitted to the Minister of Finances, and immediately approved by him. To fill up 
the vacancies in the Board of Directors, five new names had to be selected, and the Board have secured the co-operation of 


five gentlemen of the highest standing and reputation in banking and financial circles, also the re-appointment of two 
Directors and of one Auditor. 


The Report states that, in pursuance with Resolutions previously voted by the shareholders, the Directors have obtained 
from the Government the approbation of certain Bye-laws, and that, in order to maintain the standing of the Comptoir 


and develop its resources, they are studying other useful modifications to the Articles of Association, which shall be 
hereafter duly submitted to the shareholders. ,

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 


To the SEVENTH ORDINARY GENERAL MEETING of SHAREHOLDERS, held 
at the Office of the Company at Hong Kong, on Saturday, the 18th eee 
1873. 


The Committee now have the pleasure of waiting upon the Shareholders with a Statement of 
Accounts closing Office 1870-71, and a Report of the working of the Company during the twelve 
months ended 31st October, 1872. 


It will be seen from the accounts for 1871-1872 that the net premia, after deducting 
Returns and Re-insurances, amount to $351,864.15, which show a marked improvement on the 


business of the previous year. 


The closing accounts for 1870-71 exhibit a debit balance of $274.01, and a claim of 
$15,375, still pending. The former has been paid, and the latter taken over by the present Office, 
as will be observed. 


After carrying forward to next year’s accounts $20,350.30, the amount of premia on risks 
accepted before October 31st, but not yet terminated, and the sum of $36,193.32 to Suspense 
Account to meet estimated claims, and providing for the Directors’ and Auditors’ fees, there 
remains a balance of $150,000 to the credit of Profit and Loss Account, which the Committee 


recommend to be declared available for distribution as profits of the Company for the year. 


The apportionment of this amount, under Clause 133 B of the Articles of Association, if so 
appropriated, will be as follows:—The sum of $50,000 or $250 per share, to be paid to Share- 
holders as a General Dividend ; and the sum of $100,090 to be divided pro rata among all contri- 
bators of business. 

The total amount of interest received, viz. :—$31,488.55 has, as provided by Clause 133 C 
of the Constitution of the Company, been invested in augmentation of the Reserve Fund, which 
now represents $255,988.55. 


In accordance with the provisions of the Articles of Association, Mr. E. J. Sage and Mr. M. 


W. Boyd retire by rotation from the Board, and offer themselves for re-election, 


Mr. R. Deacon and Mr. C. S. Sherwood, who have audited the accounts, also offer themselves 


for re-election.
